Mary Munn, Blind 
Pianist, To Be 
Heard in Recital . 


Music lovers will have the (are op¬ 
portunity of hearing the intesnatioo- 
ally known blind Canadian pianist, 
Mary Munn, in their own theatre on 
Tuesday, June 25th, at 8.15 p.m. when 
a recital under the auspices of tehe 
Ladies’ Missionary Circle of Church 
of Christ will be presented. 

Miss Munn has toured Europe, hav¬ 
ing appeared in London, Berlin, Vien¬ 
na and Budapest, as well as New York 
and is now completing her first West¬ 
ern tour. Everywhere critics have ac¬ 
claimed her playing and have pro¬ 
nounced her a splendid artist. 

Miss Munn' was educated at McGill 
University then studied under scholar¬ 
ship at the Royal Academy and later 
with Tobias Matthay and Marion 
Snowden in London, with Edwin Fis- 
cher v in Berlin and Professor Thomas 
and one of the three living pupils of 
Liszt, in Budapest. 

This brilliant musician depends for 
the most part on her excellent mem¬ 
ory to learn even the most difficult 
compositions. She has some accurate 
musician play the pieces for her slpw- 
ly until she knows it. It took her six 
hours to memorize the Beethoven son¬ 
ata which she included on her pro¬ 
gram. Braille, she finds is too slow, 
both hands having to be learned sep¬ 
arately.

Mr. Reski came to Canada in 1924 and 
took up a farm at Estevan, Saskatche¬ 
wan. He moved to Vulcan in 1931 and 
had resided here since that time. 

Surviving are his wife and two 
children, Gertrude and Heinz, all of 
Vulcan. 

Requiem mass was said by Rev. 
Father Ritter at St. Andrew’s Catholic 
Church, Vulcan, on Monday morning, 
June 10th, and interment was made in 
the Vulcan cemetery. Arrangements 
were in charge of the Snodgrass fun¬ 
eral home. 


Activities of Nazi Sym¬ 
pathizers Must Be Checked, 

Say Speakers; Young People 
Also Form-Group 

Organized for the purpose of-coun- 
tering “fifth column” activities in this 
district, a Vulcan anti district Loyalty 
League was formed on Thursday even¬ 
ing, June 6th, at a public meeting 
sponsored by the Canadian Legiov. 
Acting Mayor Pete McAskjle was 
chairman and a capacity crowd, rep¬ 
resenting every part of the district, 
was present to hear local speakers, in¬ 
cluding Rev. Father Ritter, Canon T. 
B. Winter, W. L. Irvine and K. W. 
Simington. - 

An inspiring talk was given by 
Father Ritter, who said that Germany 
had to renounce Christianity, at least 
officially, before she embarked on her 
present program ot horror and de¬ 
struction, and if Germany is not 
stopped paganism will once agaih rule 
the world and the Christian doctrines 
of peace and love will be forgotten. It 
is not only our desire but our duty, as 
patriots, to help in every possible, way 
in the war effort, he said, and no one 
must be allowed to interfere with that 
effort. . 

Canon ’Winter charged that the 
“fifth column” was active in this dis¬ 
trict shortly after was was declared 
and said he was glad that the people 
realize the danger of such activity go¬ 
ing unchecked and were seeking 
means to combat it. 

It makes no difference whether a 
person is British-born or foreign-born, 
said Mr. W. L. Irvine, the ideals he 
holds are what count. If there are a 
few to whom the British ideals of free¬ 
dom and justice mean nothing and who 
are Nazi sympathizers, they must be 
regarded as enemies. Such persons' 
can work to destroy the confidence and 
morale of the Canadian people and do 
untold harm by causing dissatisfaction 
and unrest. 

All speakers were agreed that the 
problem should be dealt with in a cool 
and sensible way and that rash and 
impulsive actions should be avoided.

.here may be about these, there can be none about the 1 (K21'' 
Germans admitted into Canada during the last fiscal year, 
double the number of the year before, and equalling the 
number from Ireland and Scotland. In that fiscal year, 
16,205 immigrants were admitted, of which only .'1566 came 
frdifi the British Isles.

Three 
members of the R.C.A.F. also were 
killed when the plane suddenly nose¬ 
dived into a wooded swamp about 40 
miles east of Toronto. Almost im¬ 
mediately the plane burst in flames. 
Rescuers to the scene found the bod¬ 
ies badly mangled and one was burn¬ 
ed. It was believed the plane had de¬ 
veloped engine trouble and had been 
hading back eastward to the Trenton 
airfield when it crashed. 

The 46-year-old Minister of Defence 
was regarded as a most capable lead¬ 
er, and will be hard to replace. He 
had served ;is a private during the 
last war, knowing the service '-from 
the ground up.

UUE have been rather haunted by the suspicion that 

" Canada ha^been somewhat naive in her appeal to 
American tourists to come up and see us. From all sec¬ 
tions of Canadian life, the big power play has been on, 
to invite the interest of our southern neighbors in our 
northern scenery, and incidentally 'to bring up their 
American dollars to spend here,„so that we can return 
these in purchase of munitions for the war in which we 
are engaged. 

Our campaign has been very direct and candid so per¬ 
haps we are a fair mark for a bit of friendly raillery 
from Collier’s magazine.^'he writer of the “Any Week” 
column has just been up to Ottawa, looking things over. 
“Incidentally,” he says, “Canada is counting on tourists 
spending 300 million dollars within her provinces this 
year. Canadian tourist’authorities say that they are 
spreading the propaganda that Americans are really 
splendid people, and that Canadians will be doing a pat-, 
riotic service in being more than usually courteous to 
the American toUrist, who is, after all, they continue, a 
brother. A lady in Victoria listened to this comradely 
ballyhoo one evening ami said; ‘Of course. We all know 
that these are not times to pick and choose. Mother 
England is suffering inconveniences. Why shouldn’t we 
also ?’ ” '• 

There is just enough germ of truth in this story to 
give it point. One can picture the lady in Victoria, and 
across Canada, there may be a few such. But the great 
majority of Canadians and Americans have a very com¬ 
plete and easy liking for each other. They laugh at the 
same things, no matter on which side of the line they 
may live. Many old stock Canadians have about as 
many relatives on the American side as in Canada. There 
is really very little need to extend any formal welcome*- 
—Americans know well that they are always welcome. 

They also know that Canada's reason for presenting a 
special invitation this year, is because she is engaged in 
a war to combat the Hitler drive on democratic princi¬ 
ples and peoples. Canada needs money to pursue that 
war, and to purchase munitions from United States. So 
holidaying in Canada is a pleasant way to assist the Al¬ 
lies in their struggle to preserve democracy. 


Men are not easily 
beaten who could save an army from the plight in which 
the Allies were placed by the defection of the Belgian. King. 
That achievement restored confidence throughout the world 
that the Allies can not be defeated. Even Mussolini did not 
deem it wise to assume that that was the time for himto 
venture all.

ment. J. H. Blackmore, M.P., has piesented the case foi 
the proposed bank at Ottawa, and in most respects it is 
to confoim to the Canada Bank Act regulations. As a 
government concern, however, it would be exempt from 
the sections of the Bank Act which cover rights of priv¬ 
ate shareholders. The proposed charter would bring it 
pret|y much into line with ordinary orthodox banks. 

The government of Alberta is incorporated as a bank 
with the cabinet as board of directors, and no outsider 
having authority in management. The directors would 
not be able to borrow personally in the bank. The gov¬ 
ernment, however, would be able to raise loans subject 
to the oidinary provisions of the Bank Act and discre¬ 
tion of directors. The importance of this is that the 
government and the bank would be one. 

In other respects, the charter would grant the ordin¬ 
ary power of accepting deposits and issuing notes or 
lending money. It would be required to maintain a five 
per cent, reserve on deposit with the Bank of Canada. 

If the government at Ottawa sanctions the Alberta 
application, the next move will be af the first regular 
session of the legislature. J

This ex¬ 
ample is a warning to all tourists to secure teheir Ameri¬ 
can exchange at their local banks before leaving Canada 
By doing this they pay for American currency at the 
rate of lilt-, no matter what listing our money may- 
have on the open market. Arrangements have been 
made for this staple and comparatively low exchange 
rate. It is in the interests of both economy and peace 
of mind to use this facility. Canadian cash on the Ameri¬ 
can side may be honestly discounted 20 or 25#. 

Your American host does not wish to cause ill feel¬ 
ing but he is obiliged to protect himself. Your visit will 
be happier; your host will be more genial, if you carry 
American exchange. •

According to information Canadian 
tourists who are planning to visit the 
United States, this, year, will have to 
have passports in order to enter. The 
state department at Washington has 
issued a regulation that after July 1, 
passports be required. This, it is stat¬ 
ed is in view of the critical-interna¬ 
tional situation, requiring close super¬ 
vision of all aliens entering the states. 

Amongst aligns so included are citi¬ 
zens of Canada, Newfoundland, St. 
Pierre, Mexico, Cuba, Haiti; British, 
French or Dutch West Indies; or Brit¬ 
ish subjects resident in 'Canada o. 
British possessions. , 

“Aliens desiring to come to the U.. 
S. temporarily,” the department said, 
“must establish a legitimate purpose 
or reasonable need for their presence 
in the U.S. and must establish that 
they will depart from the U.S. at the 
conclusion-of their stay.”

Britain, Canada has hardly any wheat 
markets now left. 

A study of the Board of Gi;ain Com¬ 
missioners’ official report for the last 
crop yeaT, however, reveals that Can¬ 
ada exported approximately 160 mil¬ 
lion bushels of wheat to forty-nine dif¬ 
ferent countries of the world. By the 
action of Germany, Canada has now 
lost the wheat and flour markets of 
six of these countries, which six last 
year took between them just over thir¬ 
ty-one million bushels of Canadian 
wheat, but Canada still retains the 
markets of forty-two different coun¬ 
tries, in addition to Great Britain and 
Ireland, and these forty-t^'o countries 
last year took from Canada a total of 
thirty-seven million bushels of wheat. 

There are, I believe, good reasons, 
too, for expecting that these forty-two 
markets, and Great Britain herself, 
will take, during this coming year, 
considerably more wheat and flour 
from us than they did last year. It 
can be said therefore, that Canada has 
many overseas wheat markets still 
available to her.—Searle Grain Co.

There is no section, no industry, no 
condition of living and no cleavage be¬ 
tween province and dominion that this 
report does not consider, the purpose 
being “to re-examine the basis of con- 
fedeiation and suggest changes which 
would promote national unity and 
thus lead to a more efficient, independ¬ 
ent and economical discharge of gov¬ 
ernment responsibilities.” 

“It was found first that the public 
accounts of Dominion and the nine 
provinces were hopelessly confused, 
with no two provinces alike, and even 
the accounts of a single province dif¬ 
fering from year to year. We did not 
know full details of unemployment re¬ 
lief, nor population capacity of the 
prairie. We did not know accurately 
[he relative prosperity of the province 
nor their total income. 

“Although all provincial govern¬ 
ments did not fully co-operate, the 
Commission did get detailed first 
hand impressions of conditions of ev¬ 
ery sort in every province. In addi¬ 
tion to briefs from provincial gover¬ 
nments, municipalities, business and 
professional organizations in every 
province made submission. 

Never Before 

“Never before were all the numer- 
ous'TjJhces making up the Canadian 
picture placed on one table together 
and sorted into proper relation. The 
machinery which was suitable for 1867 
was shown to be inadequate for today. 
The basic difficulty was that Canada 
was federal, With Dominion and prov¬ 
inces each enjoying certain incomes 
and responsible for certain expenses, a 
condition far different from 1867. 

At Confederation 

At Confederation 80% of the people 
lived on farms or in villages which 
were self-sustained.

Over $599,000,000 is Invested in Al¬ 
berta as “Farm Capital.” This figure 
includes about $414,000,000 in land 
and buildings, $87,000,000 in imple¬ 
ments and machineiy, and $99,000,000 
in livestock, poultry and fur bearing 
animals. 

With this “plant” Alberta farmers 
produced agricultural products at 
$173,000,000 in 1939. 

Alberta’s position among the prov¬ 
inces of Canada, as indicated by these 
figures, shows that our land and build¬ 
ings, are exceeded in value by those of 
three other provinces. Alberta stands 
third in implements and machinery 
and third also in value of live stock. 
The total value of agricultural produc¬ 
tion in 1939 is higher in Ontario, Sas¬ 
katchewan and Quebec. 

For Canada as a whole, the value of 
"Farm Capital” is estimated at about

What is Canada doing about it? 

Three years 
ago, Ford and General Motors were 
working on the designs of trucks and 
gun tractors which could go anywhere 
roads or no roads, which would have 
interchangeable parts, which would 
not cost over $1,200 or $1,300 each, 
which would have all the latest advan¬ 
tages of mechanized units, and which 
could be turned out in large numbers 
by the assembly line process. 

Three weeks ago, we visited the 
Canadian Ford plant at Windsor. Ev¬ 
ery third car coming off the end of the 
line was an army vehicle. They were 
being turned out at the rate of 100 a 
day at Windsor and another 100 $ day 
at Oshawa. That means that a divis¬ 
ion is equipped every 10 days. There 
were some strange looking vehicles ip 
the lot, and we wondered what they 
were for, and why they were built that 
way.

There were many Red Cross ambu¬ 
lances in the lot. We did not ask ques¬ 
tions and probably would not have 
found anyone willing to answer them 
if we had. 

A week later, at Ottawa, our ques¬ 
tions were answered without being 
asked. Canada has enough of these 
mechanical units to supply three di¬ 
visions. Our Canadian factories will 
probably equip the armies of other, 
parts of the Empire because we are 
turning out these units more cheaply 
than Britain can and Canadian trucks 
have many advantages. 

Those big tires will withstand a raa- 
chirie-gun bullet’. Even if they do punc¬ 
ture, there is some secret design which 
makes it possible to run on a flat tire 
for 50 miles or more without ruining 
it. They drive with all four wheels. 
Some trucks haul a gun and carry its 
complete crew as well. Others are for 
transporting troops, carrying supplies, 
conveying anti-aircraft guns—an im¬ 
portant function nowadays—or wire¬ 
less-transmitting and receiving sets. 

We saw some of this equipment in 
operation under the worst possible 
conditions. It had rained for several 
days and Rockcliffe airdrome was 
muddy. These gun transports hauled 
their load over rough ground, up and 
down hill and through the mud. 

We describe this part of the war ef¬ 
fort in full because it is apparently 
no secret.. It gives some idea of what 
Canada is already doing in the way 
of supplying the equipment for our 
own and the Allied armies. We’ll do 
more. Our main effort is already being 
directed towards the” air. But that’s 
one example.

Hon. James Gardiner Says 
Go Right On Doing as Before 
Without Great Expansion 


Homes Opening For 
Refugee Children 


Hon. James Gardiner reiterates the 
warning to farmers not to launch too 
greatly into new production. This 
nas been-his advice since the outbreak 
of war, the keynote of his words being 
“do as you haye been doing.” 

In meeting with a delegation of the, 
Canadian Federation of Agriculture to 
discuss all possible war service, he 
said that experience to date shows 
that expansion would have been a mis¬ 
take as thete are surpluses of every 
food product in Canada. 

“This being the case,” he said, “it 
would have been a mistake to have 
advised farmers to produce a greater 
surplus. It is our suggestion for the 
first year of the war, and possibly for 
the second, that farmers continue 
much as they have been doing, but 
trying if. possible to do it a little bet¬ 
ter. It is unsafe to predict or advise 
but it does seem that the normal pro¬ 
cedure on the farms is indicated, oth¬ 
erwise agricultural expansion would 
be entirely unsuited to peace-time con¬ 
dition resulting in great disorganiza¬ 
tion after the war is over. The war 
may, of course, create a situation cal¬ 
ling for expansion far above normal 
policies. 

The Chamber of Agriculture pro¬ 
posed that opportunity should be given 
farmers through federal marketing 
legislation governing export and in¬ 
ter-provincial trade, to set up market¬ 
ing agencies under their own control. 

The Minister replied: 

“The position has been gradually 
developing when it is impossible to 
sell Canadian surplus farm products 
anywhere, other than in American 
countries, excepting through the Brit¬ 
ish Food Ministry. It would appear 
from latest news bulletins that time 
is almost if not quite here. 

“It is our opinion that during war 
time any boards set up to deal with 
surpluses of food products Should be¬ 
set up by the government and that any 
powers conferred upon such boards to 
compel any one connected with the 
trade or producers to do certain things 
which are considered to be in the in¬ 
terest of the state should be exercised 
directly through government • agen¬ 
cies.”

“In this hour of gravest peril, Hon. 
C. U. Howe admits that Canada has 
failed to get to first base in selling 
the nations services to Great Britain 
for production of munitions propor¬ 
tional with Canadian industrial capac¬ 
ity. Mr. Howe says: ‘Before, we can 
purchase any finished article we must 
know itis required either by our own 
armed forces or by the Allies. The 
department has been doing its best to 
put forward Canada’s potential pro¬ 
ductive capacity. One of the chief dif¬ 
ficulties nas been to obtain the latest 
British designs tor mechanical equip¬ 
ment which must be used in common 
operation by both Canadian and Brit- 
isn troops. British industry has not 
ueeu wilting to part with these designs 
many of which lepresent years ot 
study by private manufacturing firms, 
in the last war Canada's chief pio- 
duction was shell cases. We are tooled 
up to produce this type of equipment 
tar in excess of our own needs, but to 
date British orders have not been 
forthcoming in quantity proportional 
to industrial capacity.” - 

Commenting on this situation, the 
i’ost says: "Any day a bombing blitz¬ 
krieg over England s industrial area 
may cripple production to the point of 
unthinkable disaster. In that case 
Canadian munitions production would 
change Irom a puny source las it is 
now) to a-first line of Empire defense. 
Our salesmanship, to quote Mr. Howe, 
..as so tar proved lamentably ineffec¬ 
tive. 

“it is suggested that Prime Minister 
Chuicnill he apprised personally of 
Canarias ability, and willingness. If 
there were time, Mr. Howe himself 
should visit England. As it is, the 
transatlantic telephone seivice could 
oe used to clear up the reasons com¬ 
monly given by British officials for 
failure to use Canada’s industrial re¬ 
sources. 

“A second course suggested is that 
a Canadian be placed directly in 
charge of British war supply purchas¬ 
es in Canada. At present the British 
•war supply board is in charge of Col. 
i,reenley, with a splendid industrial 
and war service in Britain, and he is 
surrounded by a group of British of¬ 
ficials. None • of these men has a 
Canadian background, nor knows inti¬ 
mately the Canadian situation. None 
may be expected lo press the Canadian 
point of view. Canada is not merely a 
-alesinan but a partner in allied effort. 

“Our partneiship requires tnat 
some more effective liaison between 
the two countries be effected to speed 
l>rodu<*tion of war munitions and util¬ 
ize our vast, untapped resources'nf in 
dustrial supply which may mean the 
difference between life and death gin 
the next few weeks and months."
